FROM THE FEDERAL OAPITAL. 


The Treasurer’s Statement—An 
Deficiency—Other Items. 
WASHINGTON, June 19.—The United States 
treasurer’s statement issued today, but bearing 
date of June 17th, shows an apparent de- 
ficiency of $787,108, This, however, does not 
include $23,627,412 on deposit with national 
banks, and $20,220,950 of fractional silver; in- 
cluding these two items the cash balance is 
$43,061,264. Officials of the secretary’s office 
say that, exclusive of the national bank de- 
posits and fractional silver, there is an actual 
available balance of $2,812,000 in the treasury 
today, and that the treasurer’s statement, in- 
cluding receipts to that date, will show it. 
There will be a constant excess of receipts 
over expenditures during the remainder of the 
month, and it is estimated that the net surplus 
will be at least $7,000,000 by the 1st proximo. 
The treasury officials are not disturbed by 
the situation, and say that the government is 
apy able to meet all its obligations. 
he report of the collector of customs at San 
Francisco, in regard to the alleged smuggling 
on the United States steamship Omaha, was 
received at the peter ea yr this morn- 
ing, and on the strength of it, Acting Secretary 
Spaulding directed the release of all de- 
tained goods on the payment of duties. - 
The director of the mint has been informed 
that $2,500,000 of gold was shipped from New 
York today, and $250,000 from Boston.

SEPARATING THE RACES. 


A Movement in Richmond Which Seems 
to Be Proving Popular. 

Ricumonp, Va., June 19.—[{Special.]—The 
Powhatan Club has indeed stirred the people 
of Richmond in its action last night in declaring 
in favor of separate street cars for white and 
colored people, and providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to try and bring about 
this reform. 

This action has afforded a fruitful topic to- 
day, Many prominent people have been in- 
terviewed by the local press, and without an 
exception they are in favor of separate cars; 
but most of them regard the move as imprac- 
ticable. Others, however, insist that this can 
and should be done, and that the reform 
should extendj to all public conveyances, and 
be applicable throughout the entire state. 

The club has revived the talk of different 
railroad coaches for whites and blacks which 
has been very seriously discussed for seyeral 
years.

races should be separated on railroads, and 
that provision should be made by the com- 
aanies to carry out this object.

FACTORY AMENDMENT, 


BUT COMES YERY CLOSE 10 DEFEAT AGAIN 


Parliament to Be Prorogued in August. 
Latest Gossip About the Gambling 
Prince—News from All Europe. 


Lonpon, June 19.—[Copyright, 1891, by 
the Associated Press.]—Parliament will be 
prorogued August 6th. This is the official 
arrangement, which resulted from an agree- 
ment between the government and the opposi- 
tion whigs, after the latter had communicated 
with their leaders with reference to their pol- 
icy upon the remaining bills of the session. 
A vigorous effort will be madein committee 
on the edacational bill toextend the operation 
of the measure. A strong section of radicals 
will fight foran amendment giving rate pay- 
ers local control. 

But the progress of bills generally will be 
accelerated by liberal acquiescence in its}main 
principles. The members long for a spell of 
rest before beginning the election campaign. 
Local party managers, who are. swarming in 
the lobbies of the house of commons, 3 just 
received authentic instructions to pfepare for 
dissolution early next summer. The govern- 
mént intends tosummon the house early in 
January and stake their fate on the Irish local 
government bill and they calculate to dissolve 
parliament after carryingthe bill. The con- 
servative’s uncertainty over the future of the 
party is leading to further refusals by the 
present members to re-contest their seats and 
within the ministry itself discontent is pro- 
ducing disorganization. 

GORST’S KICK. 

A remarkable outburst, in which Sir J. E. 
Gorst expressed contempt for certain of his 
colleagues in the ministry, occurred in the 
Manipur debate. Being obliged officially to 
defend the Indian government, he made a 
mocking apology for the  brutalities 
and stupidities of the British rule abroad, and 
behind the jibes at the Indian government 
he satirized the imperial government. He 
said that Senaputty was a man of 
brains, that his real crimes were independence 
and originality; and that the government dis- 
liked original talent, preferring amenable 
mediocrity.

Jennie Thurston, the colored woman 
on the premises, and her three children, who 
were also victims of the crystallized fruit into 
which arsenic had been injected by slicing the 
candy, are almost well. 

The package—a rough paper box—was sent 
through the mail. It was wrapped in ordi- 
nary brown paper, upon which was written: 
‘*Mrs. Redd, 212 East Clay street, city.’’ 

This was delivered at the house yesterday by 
the carrier on that route. The writing looks 
somewhat like that of achild of ten or twelve. 
The police, though, say that the chirography 
appears to be that of a grown person disguised. 

he police have used every endeavor to 
trace the sender of the anonymous package; 
but this is an exceedingly difficult thing to 
do, and so far they have been unable to gain 
any information which throws positive light 
upon the mystery. As yet the purchase of 
the poison has not been located. 


CAUGHT ON A TRESTLE. 


Two Negro Women Struck by an Engine— 
Warrants Against the Engineer. 


Evravuta, Ala., June 19.—[{Special.]—This 
morning, as the cannon-ball train, No. 9, was 
approaching Union Springs, it struck two 
negro women on the trestle a quarter of a mile 
east of that place, nee one instantly, and 
the other is expected to die at any moment. 

It seems that the women attempted to cross 
the trestle ahead of the train. The engineer 
did all that was possible to check his train, 
but, as the trestle was on or near a sharp curve, 
he did not see the women until it was too late. 

Warrants have been sworn out against the 
engineer, but itis hardly probable the arrest 
will be made, as that train carries the United 
States mail. 


SIX PERSONS KILLED 


By an Accident on the Lilinois Central Rail- 
road. 


New ORLEANS, June 19.—A fast express on 
the Illinois Central railroad, due here at 7:20 
o’clock p. m., passed Kenner’s station nearly 
two hours behind time. Five miles south of 
that point and an equal distance from this city 
the train was wrecked. Six persons were 
killed and twenty more or less hurt. A relief 
train has been sent to the scene of the acci- 
dent, anda number of ambulances ordered to 
the depot to convey the wounded to the hos- 
pital. The wreck knocked down all the wires 
of the Western Union Company on the IIli- 
nois Central railroad, cutting off telegraphic 
communication with Kenner. The wreck oc- 
curred near the old Sauve plantation.

Lonpon, June 19.— Dispatches received here 
from Melbourne state that the latest advices 
from Samoa are to the effect that Chief 
Mataafa, accompanied by a body of natives, 
had started for Mahe, the center of the in- 
trigue, which is known to exist against the 
sovereign rights of King Malietoa Laupeia. 
It is believed this movement upon the part of 
Mataafa will lead to further trouble. Two 
chiefs who, by Malietoa’s orders, had been 
imprisoned for sedition, escaped and joined 
the forces of Chief Mataafa. The latter, how- 
ever, returned the two chieftains to Malietoa, 
and during the interview which was held be- 
tween Mataafa and Malietoa, the former told 
the king that, although he (Malietoa) had 
been recognized as king by the powers, he 
(Mataafa) was the real king of Samoa.

Eugenie’s Reply When Asked About the 
Resurrection of the Empire. 

Paris, June 19.—Le Jour publishes an in- 
terview with ex-Empress Eugenie in which 
Eugenie said she intended to leave Paris in a 
week, as it had been intimated that her pres- 
ence might give rise to unpleasant incidents. 
Being questioned regarding the resurrection of 
the empire, she said: ‘The empire died with 
my son.”’

It was reported at first that a negro man 
named Bill Wright, who had been living with 
Dr. Dukes, was at the bottom of it. A war- 
rant was issued for his arrest by Trimble and 
he was arrested at midnight last Friday night 
in this county by the detectives and carried 
back to Doraville for trial. 

Dr. Dukes, it appears, got wind of the 
negro’s threats to kill these people and went 
to him to make him divulge the truth, which 
he did, the negro telling him he would do so 
for $50. The negro’s trial came @ff before 
Esquire Charles Carroll and he was commit- 
ted under a $100 bond. 

But here comes in thesensational part of the 
murderous scheme. He stated that Dr. Dukes 
offered to give him $50 if he would kill these 
four people. 

It appears that prior to Dr. Dukes’s 
attempt to procure a. confession out of 
the negro, he had = gotten four 
of his neighbors to consent to station them- 
selves at a certain place and time at night to 
overhear the confession, and at the designated 
time and place the negro did admit and tell 
the doctor the whole scheme, all of which 
these four men heard. 

The doctor then consulted them as to what 
todo. Some wanted to kill him at once; 
others insisted that the law should take its 
course, and they finally agreed to do so. 

Trimble heard of it, and had a warrant 
issued for the negro, as well as for Dr. Dukes, 
this being a peace warrant. The negro, in his 
statement, said that Dr. Dukes, with pistol in 
hand, before he arrived at the place, told him 
he must admit that he was going to kill the 
party for $50 and burn out Trimble. The 
negro then said he confessed it under fear for 
his life, and told the court that Dukes 
was responsible for it all, leaving 
the impression that Dukes had endeavored 
to procure the negro to kill these people. He 
said Dr. Dukes was to furnish a breech-loaded 
gun and two pistols to do the deadly work. 

The doctor denied all this at his trial, but 
the court puthim under four $150 bonds to 
keep the peace as against these four parties. 

The trial was a remarkable and sensational 
one, many believing the negro’s story on ac- 
count of the doctor’s enmity towards Trimble, 
especially. They haven't spoken for two years. 
They believe that he had undertaken to procure 
the negro to do the work, when the negro,iv- 
fused, and the plan to get the negre..6 make 
the confession ashe did was~to protect and 
shield himself. 

Others don’t believe Dukes is in any way re- 
sponsible for it, though the court committed 
him in four cases. 

Whether Dukés is connected with it or not 
the plot to thus burn and killis the universal 
topic of conversation.

Into His Last Resting Place — Sherman 
Brookins, a Young Negro Desperado, 

Hanged at Louisville. 


Lovisviu.z,Ga., June 19.—{Special.]—Sher- 
man Brookins, the cold-blooded murderer of 
Simon Kelly, was hung today in public about 
one mile from town. Several colored preach- 
ers spent the evening and part of last night 
with the condemned man. He slept very 
little during the night. When Sheriff Farmer 
carried him his breakfast he scarcely touched 
it. He has been well attended, both by 
white ministers. His niece 
and half sister visited him in jail this morning 
and took an affectionate farewell of him. 

About 11:30 o’clock this morning Sheriff 
Farmer and deputies enteréd the jail. The 
sheriff gave Brookins, a cigar which he 
smoked with evident relish. He then re- 
quested to be left by himself for ten minutes, 
which> was granted. Then {he called the 
sheriff and gave him an old knife blade 
which he had had in his cell for a long time. 
He remarked that some people thought he 
would kill himself, but that he never had the 
remotest idea of doing thas. 

He was then gotten ready for the journey to 
the gallows, a distance of a mile from the jail. 
The procession left the jail at 11:50, the pris- 


onerin a buggy with the sheriff and about 


twelve men on horseback as guards, armed 
with loaded rifles. 

When the scaffold was reached the prisoner 
fell on. his knees on the bottom step and 
offered up a short prayer. He then ascended 
the gallows with afirm tread, accompanied by 
Rev. L. Rice and Elder Winn, colored, with 
the sheriff'and one or twoothers. Rev. Mr. 
Winn, by request of the prisoner, read five 
verses of the twentieth and seven of the twen- 
ty-first chapter of Revelations of St. John. 

During the reading the prisoner walked to 
the edge of the platform and deliberately 
looked down upon his coffin, which was a very 
handsome one, not at all like those generally 
used upon such occasions. 

After the reading of the scripture, the Rev. 
J. W. Winn offered up a prayer. The sheriff 
then permitted quite a large number of the 
friends of the condemned man to come uP to 
the scaffold and bid him goodbye. hen 


asked if he had anything to say, Brookins. 


stepped forward tothe front of the platform 
ae said: 3 

“T am very sorry for what I have done to 
bring me here. You must all take warnin 
by me.” He said he had been a bad man an 
led a wild life, but now he thanked God he 


was ready to die, and that, as God had called, 


he was ready to go. 

At 1 o’clock the sheriff read the death war- 
rant, and bade the prisoner goodbye and ar- 
ranged him for the execution. 

The prisoner called for Mr. Charley Thig- 
pen, a gentleman whose life he had threatened 
to take, and quietly asked him to forgive him. 
This Mr. Thigpen wiliingly did, and shook 
hands With the negro. The sheriff then drew 
the black cap over his face, and the trap was 
sprung at 1:21 o’clock. 

The drop broke his neck, and he gave one 
slight quiver and died. 

The y was allowed to mi weary min- 
utes, when he was pronouuced dead by Dr. 
G. W. Kelley. It was then cut down, and the 
body turned over to the friends of the deceased, 
and was carried to Sunhill, Washington 
county, for burial. The hanging was con- 
ducted most systematically, not a single hitch 
being made in the entire proceedings. There 
were over 5,000 negroes to witness the execu- 
tion. All passed oif in perfect order. 

Brookins and His Crime. 

Sherman Brookins was born in Wayne 
county, North Carolina, about twenty-two 
years ago. Atthattimea great many little 
negroes were named Sherman, in honor of the 
great Tecumseh, who marched to and from the 
sea. It may have been some subtle effect left 


‘by that great moving mass of humanity, Sher- 


man’s army, which caused that restless spirit 
in Sherman Brookins; causing him to wander 
to and froin the earth. It may also have 
caused him to follow as he did deviltry as a 
vocation and rascality as an avocation. 
He _—stoutiy affirms that he is 
not a bad boy, but cheerfully 
admits he is a very mischievous one. 

When nine years old he with his mother left 
North Carolina for Washington county, Geor- 
e lived 
quietly in Washington county until sixteen 
years old. 

Brookins traveled about a good deal, but 
would never trust a partner. His want of con- 
fidence in partners was caused by a circum- 
stance which happened near Olston, 8. C., on 
Broad river. He had recently made the acquain- 
tanceof two negro gamblers. One Saturda 
they were very fortunate in winning the hard- 
earned wages of a gang of railroad hands. 
Sabbath morning found them possessed of 
more than $100 of good money. SLerman had 
no part in their gocd fortune. He was dead 
broke, without money, without bread. He 
was a strangerina strange land. While the 
two partners were dividing their money he 
was scheming to gain part of it. He did 
gain part of it. Butin a way wholly unex- 

ected. One of the partners determined to 

ave all the money. Tosecure it hedrew a 
pistol and shot his companion dead. He was 
coal black—a great big burly rascal. Theman 
he killed wasa mulatto. m that day to 
this Sherman Brookins has had a mo an- 
tipathy for black negroes, and .an incurable 
mistrust of partners. To use his own lan- 
guage, he “is a man what goes it alone.” This 
was the first murder he ever witnessed. 

With the money paid for his silence he 
traveled far from the scene of such wicked- 


ness. 

Returning to Georgia he obtained employ- 
ment on the Oconee river, and traveled in and 
out of Darien. He worked for a long time in 
the same crowd with the notorious Bob 
Brewer, from whom he doubtless learned a few 
lessons of recklessness and disregard for human 
life. Leaving there, his next event was in 
Selma, Ala., where he made the acquaintance 
of Rube Burrows. He claims the acquain- 
tance was purely incidental. That he never 
had any connection with his robberies. He 
just happened to bein a barroom where the 
great bandit came to refresh himself and 

ends after their laborious efforts in ‘‘lifting’”’ 
the money and other valuables found in an or- 
dinary jewelry store. According to Sher- 
man’s account the occupants of the bar all 
left in such a hurry no one was left to wait 
sree the thirsty customers. He remained out 
of idle curiosity and because he was afraid of 
no one. He gives a very accurate description 
of the train wrecker, and possibly knew him 
better than he pretends. 

About two years ago he seemed to lose his 
luck. Everything went against him. In ab- 
solute want, he wandered back to his mother’s 
home, where he soon became involved in a 
difficulty with a man whom h 
almost to death;

that city, while drinking in a barroom, he was 
mistaken for a Florida murderer. He resisted, 
and before he was overpowered shot a detec- 
tive through the hand. He was kept in a 
for some time in Florida, and ealso at ay- 
cross, Ga. It was finally found to be a case of 
mistaken identity. 

Regaining his liberty, he could no longer 
resist the temptation to look upon the scene of 
his greatest crime. Without money, in broken 
heath and spirits, he tramped his way to 
Macon. There he was recognized by two 
colored boys, who threw him o his 
guard by giving him adrink and promising 
to befriend him. They learned his plans, 
route, etc. Soon after leaving them he was 
surrounded by policemen, arrested and lodged 
in jail. Mr. J. F. Farmer, sheriff of Jefferson 
county, was notified and promptly brought 
him to Louisville, where he was tried and eon- 
victed at the May term of the superior court. 
He wassentenced to death by Judge R. L. 
Gamble under Reeaeete impressive circum- 
stances. He cringed like a craven dog in the 
presence of the court. His ap- 
parent fear and distress excited 
the deepest pity. But when the words of his 
final doom were uttered he grew violently 
angry. Although the judge manifested much 
emotion and infused all the sympathy and 
kindness possible in the law’s stern decree, 
Sherman failed to appreciate it. He aban- 
doned himself to his ungovernable temper. 
He cursed everybody and everything, saying 
if they would give him his Winchester and 
thirty minutes he would cover the ground with 
dead men, or words to that effect. In a short 
time, however, he said 


that he had _ given way

Notwithstanding the fact that the republi- 
ean convention of Ohio, in nominating Mc- 
Kinlef for governor, put Andrew L. Harris, 
an allianceman, as second on the ticket, for 
lieutenant governor, it could not avoid giv- 
ing the alliance a flap in the face before ad- 
journment.

We are confronted by a real danger, which pru- 
dent men of all parties should seek to avert before 
it is too late.

The Kansas Banking Scheme. 

In another column appears an interesting 
account of the alliance banking scheme 
about to be inaugurated in Kansas. The 
plan is not anew one; from the descrip- 
tion given it appears to be almost identical 
with the scheme devised by the French 
socialist Proudhon in 1849, when he organ- 
ized the ‘Banque du Peuple.’’ This was 
an association of 20,000 laborers who pledged 
themselves to take the paper of the bank in 
lieu of cash, and Proudhon believed that 
this, circulating among the people, would 
take the place of gold and silver coin. The 
bank advanced to any member, on articles 
produced by him, four-fifths of their value 
in its own notes, charging no interest for 
the loan. On security being given, it would 
advance upon work not yet done. The ex- 
periment was not long tried. The govern- 
ment closed the bank for violation of the 
laws of trade, and Proudhon and his fol- 
lowers claimed that the plan was never 
fairly tried. 

The same principle, varied a little in 
application, is about to be tried in Kansas, 
and the world will watch the experiment 
with great interest. If it should prove a 
success, great changes in business methods 
would follow. We fear, however, that the 
experiment will be interrupted in the same 
manner as before. Every corporation which 
has issued paper designed to be a circulating 
medium has come in contact with the law 
imposing a 10 per cent tax on bank circula- 
tion other than that of national banks. 
Various manufacturing concerns have met 
this difficulty in their efforts to circulate 
‘“‘scrip,’’ or notes payable in merchandise at 
the company’s store. 

Here is one of the many instances going 
to show the folly of the law. It stops the 
advance of commercial methods with a hard 
and fast rule against any change from the 
present system, It amounts to saying there 
shall be no progress. What was objected to 
on constitutional grounds becomes a proper 
enterprise when undertaken by private capi- 


tal, and it is a bad law which estops such an 


interesting experiment looking to progress. 


Why Not Trust the People? 

The Montgomery Advertiser is making a 
very able effort to misunderstand us, but it 
has not succeeded in muddling atrrybody out- 
side of its own editorial rooms. 

Our contemporary attempts to discuss cer- 
tain phases of the political situation in the 


following fashion: 

THE CONSTITUTION Says that the democracy will 
be in no danger, ‘“‘unless it pursues a course that 
will cause a general demandfor a third party.” 
In other words, if the democratic party does not 
incorporate the people’s party platform into its 
own, it will be ruined. If it does not stop its cen- 
tary long fight against class legislation, by taking 
up the loudest demand in the history of the union 
for class legislation, the party of Jefferson and 
Jackson and Cleveland will be damned.

Alabama street will be opened into the 
western portion of the city in a short time. 

And the work may begin before the coal 
winds of the coming fall set in. 

The first definite step in the work was taken 
yesterday. 

The extension of Alabama street from its 
present terminus near the Georgia Ice Com- 
pany’s building has been discussed a long time 
and has always been considered a positive 
necessity. The street stops abruptly 
on the side of the many tracks covering the 
ground between the Central freight depot and 
Forsyth street. Persons living west of the 
railroad tracks have been compelled to take 
the Mitchell street route or to go by Marietta 
street home. 

This has always been a great inconveni- 
ence. 

And it has been an out-of-the-way route. 

Several attempts have been made in the 
past to have the street opened so that it would 
connect with Rhodes street, but all of these 
failed, and the failure was largely due to the 
state. In fact, itis now estopped by the state 
unless enactments of legislative bodies of the 
past are repealed. 

After the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
way Company leased the State road an 
attempt was made to open Alabama 
street into Rhodes, but the railroad company 
objected because, as it claimed, it would be 
greatly inconvenienced by the occupancy of its 
switches and the change of grade necessary in 
theold Monroe track. With these as grounds of 
objection, the lessees secured through the 
legislature of Georgia a perpetual injunction 
against the extension. 

That injunction stands yet. 

But since the roadjhas passed into the hands 
of new lessees the opening of the street has 
been revived, and the chances now are ninety- 
nine out of one hundred that it will succeed. 

For several months past Mayor Hemphill, 
Mr. Turner, chairman of the bridge committee, 
and Mr. Hulsey, chairman of the committee 
on contested claims, have been working hard 
to start the work. The mayor has had a cor- 
respondence with President Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, relative 
to the question. President Thomas, in his re- 
plies, gave the eee every desired en- 
couragement, ut the greatest hopes of the 
gentlemen are based upon a conference held 
with President Thomas yesterday. 

Since President Thomas came to Atlanta a 
few days ago he has had several informal con- 
ferences with the three representatives of the 
city, and these led to an appointment for a 
formal discussion yesterday morning. 

The conference took place yesterday 
morning in City montane ay, Goodwin’s 
office. There were present Mayor Hemp- 
hill, Mr. Thomas, Mr. Hulsey, 
City Attorney Goodwin and Assistant City 
Attorney Anderson on the part of the city and 
President Thomas. 

Maps of that portion of the pce and designs 
as to the work necessary to n the street 
were presented to the sesiide ent. The dis- 
cussion finally drifted into the friendliest and 
most pleasant conversation imaginable, and 
when the gentlemen soparated they were in a 
gool humor. 

**T am quite sanguine now,’’ said Mr. Turner 
as he left the building, ‘for I think the street 
will be opened and that, too, this year.” 

“‘How will the work be done?” 

‘Oh, that isa matter of detail which has 
not been considered. It will take botha bridge 
and a tunnel to extend Alabama to Rhodes 
street, but when it is done the people ae in 
the western portion of the city wilt have a di- 
rect route into the very heart of the town, 
That’s something they haven’t got now and 
it’s something they need. More than that, 
they have an absolute right to demand that it 
be given them.” 

‘What did President Thomas say about it ?” 

‘‘Nothing definitely, but he was favorably 
impressed with the idea, and next week will 
have his engineers at work upon it. There is 
now every reason to believe Alabama street 
will be quickly extended.”’

the beer saloons before, and there is every rea- 
son to believe it was, would not the increase to 
$200 make the temptation to sell liquor greater 
than ever? If it was hard to pay $100 license, 
as they claimed it was, would it not be harder 
to pay $250?" 

That the veto will create a sensation, there 
is no doubt. : 

And that Mayor Hemphill will be abused as 
well as praised, is a certainty. 

He believed the sale of beer outside the 
liquor boundaries was wrong, and he had the 
courage to put his seal of condemnation 
upon it. 

He was completely satisfied that the sale 
of liquor inside the prescribed limits was right, 
and his sense of justice madé him assert it. 

Does This End the Question. 

But, will the veto end the question ? 

Will the general council at the next meeting 
attempt to set down on the mayor? 

It appears certain that the attempt will be 
made. 

But, will it succeed ? 

It will take two-thirds of the body to pass 
the licenses over the mayor’s veto. The coun- 
cil is composed of eighteen members—twelve 
councilmen and six aldermen. So twelve 
votes will be necessary to assassinate the veto. 

Can the opposition secure twelve votes ? 

In the board of aldermen Mr. Reinhardt and 
Mr. Shropshire are sure to sustain the mayor, 
and possibly Mr. Hutchison and Mr. Rice 
would. Certainly he will get two votes in the 
board. Then Mr. Kinyon, of the first; Mr. 
Sawtell, of the second; Mr. Hendrix and Mr. 
Murphy, of the fourth, and Mr. Turner, 
of the fifth, will support the veto. That 
isseven. More than likely Mr. Holbrook, of 
the sixth, will stand by it. Then, if Mr. 
Middlebrooks is not in the chair, he will sup- 
port it. 

Just now it seems as if the veto will be sus- 
tained, even if it is fought. 

This is the first time in the history of Atlanta 
that licenses to sell intoxicants have had a 
wholesale veto. 

+ When Atlanta went wet after two years of 
prohibition, a conservative council, with Mayor 
Glenn, held the reinsof government. In regu- 
lating the sale of beer and whisky, an ordi- 


) nance acceptable to both factions was adopted, 


and under that ordinance the liquor has been 
and is yet regulated. 

The ordinance was for a long time known as 
the zigzag ordinance. ‘It prescribed certain 
limits in which liquor, wine and beer could be 
sold for a license fee of $1,000a year. It pre- 
scribed the rules under which that trade 


should be conducted, and says:

“After a week’s consultation the state com- 
mittee has formulated a plan, originated by J. 
C. Hopkins, of the New York Economic Chub, 

ho was a prominent tigure at the Cin- 
cinnati convention, which practically places 
the subtreasury scheme of the Nationsal 
Farmers’ Alliance in the hands of private 
ee in alliance ranks. Mr. Hopkins has 
been in Kansas for a week and is with mem- 
bers of the executive committee in Reno 
county endeavoring to induce well-to-do al- 
liancemen at Hute to put the plan into 
immediate operation. The executive commit- 
tee has given the pian its endorsement and 
every county alliance is being urged to adopt 
the scheme. 

“The plan is to establish a bank in each 
county in the state under the direction of the 
local alliance exchange. The capital stock is 
to be furnished by private subscription as in 
other banks, except that so far as possible the 
subscribers are to be members of the alliance. 
In connection with each bank an elevator or 
storehouse is to be built. A farmer may then 
dump his grain into the elevator, receiving 
for it a check for 98 per cent 
of the market value of the grain de- 

co ae ae @ small per- 
centage for storage and insurance he will be 
allowed to keep his grain in such depository 
until such a. time as he may deem best to 
place it upon the market. Corn, wheat, rye, 
_ Oats, cotton, silk, castor beans or any 
“imperishable farm product, the price of which 
is not liable to too great fiuctuations, is to be 
received at the depositories, and deposit 
checks issued on 80 per cent of its value. 
EXPECT TO FOUND STATE BANKS, 
“The amount of grain deposited in this wa 
must not exceed the amount of capital stoc 
in the bank. If the bank has 500,000 sub- 
scribed, only that mnch value of grain can be 
deposited, and the checks issued will be only 
$400,000. As soon as the capital stock ofa 
bank 18 subscribed 20 per cent must be paid in. 
Of this one-half must be deposited in the home 
bank to take upchecks offered there, and the 
balance deposited in Chicago or New York. 
‘The projectors expect to found state banks in 
each state as soonas possible, having them 
under the control of the state alliance.

" one of the executive committee to the 
correspondent for The Herald: ‘These 
checks will pass current among our ple 
‘when it becomes known that the collateral 
behind them is absolutely safe, and they will 
be accepted hg ang transactions the same 
as banknotes. There is, of course, no way to 
make a man og these checks, but neither 
is there to make him take a banknote, but he 
is always giadto getene.

The Governor Pleased. 

After reviewing the troops, previous to 
which he made a personal inspection of the 
quarters of the men and officers, Governor 
Northen and staff were driven back to the 
hotei. In speaking to me about the camp the 
governor said: 

“I am exceedingly pleased with both the 
camp and the men, I want 
to impress upon the people of the 
state the necessity of maintaining 
the encampment. I went through the quarters, 
and must say that I was impressed with the 
true military style upon which every detail is 
conducted. The men give plain evidence that 
they are earnest in endeavoring to improve in 
the school of the soldier. Upon close inquiry 
from Colonel Mercer, Captain Field, Lieuten- 
ant Satterlee and other officers, I am satisfied 
thatthe men are developing themselves to 
camp life, and are not here with any intention 
of having a frolic.” 

As to the location of the camp, the governor 
said: “If this place were a little nearer the 
center of the state, there would be no possible 
objection toit. It is perfectly adapted to the 
purpose, and it is beautiful. The fact that I 
find there has been no sickness shows conclu- 
sively that it is healthy. I donot thinka 
more beautiful place for a parade or better 
ground could be foufid. It is smooth and level 
in the field below, and then the knoll at the 
north forms a point of observation that could 
not be surpassed.”’ 


The governor is enthusiastic over the ap- | 


pearance of the soldier boys upon the field, and 
praises everthing in connection with the en- 
campment in the highest terms. 

‘In going about through the state,’”’ he said, 
“I find a general sentimentin favor of main- 
taining the militia and perpetuating the en- 
campment, but I want this sentiment to be- 
come more firmly fixed. I wish the people 
would all come up here and see what is 
being done. There is no doubt about 
the imperative necessity of having 
a well disciplined and well equipped 
militia. Protection demands it. When the ieg- 
islature meets in JulyI shall invite mem- 
bers to come up here with me, and strengthen 
their convictions on this subject.” 

Governor Northen remained here until 12 
o’clock, when he left for Chattanooga. From 
Chattanooga he will go to the Dade coal mine 
tomorrow, to inspect the convicts there.

Health of the Camp. 

If healthfulness as well as beauty of location 
goes for anything, Chickamauga is “in it.”’ 

There has been almost no sickness at all 
among the troops, and now that things are 
settled not even the slight indisposition inci- 
dent to change of climate and water is looked 
for. 

During the first day or two some of the boys 
were a littie under the weather, asaresult of 
fatigue from their long trip together with the 
changed water, but now the camp is totally 
without an invalid list. 

‘*We have not had near as much sickness,”’ 
said Dr. Owens, camp surgeon, ‘‘as we had in 
Augusta last year. Of course there wasn’t 
anything particularly startling there, but what 
I mean is that the change in atmosphere and 
so forth have not had as bad an effect.” 

Up to the present only three patients have 
been cared for at the hospital, though several 
have been prescribed for who were still able to 
be about. 

Speaking of the health of Camp Chicka- 
mauga brings up the hospital and its working 
methods. 

Lieutenant Owens, of Colonel Mercer’s 
staff, is camp surgeon, having under him a 
corps of assistants detailed from the various 
com panies. 

Every morning at 6:30 o’clock, the first ser- 
geants report to the surgeon in charge all cases 
of sickness, and if there are any who 
require such attention they are brought 
along to the hospital for treatment. 

Sonmie one of the surgeons is on duty all the 
time, day and night. At night, however, the 
surgeon doing duty does not remain at the hos- 
pital, but keeps his own tent if he chooses, 
his name and company being recorded to the 
officer of the guard who directs all enquirers 
to him. 

Sergeant Reuben Butler, as hospital steward, 
is in charge of the hospital. Either he or his 
assistant, T. Sales, of the Dawson Guards, is 
there night and day. Sergeant Butler knows 
his business like an old vet, and is besides one 
of the cleverest fellows in camp. 

The hospital is a substantially built frame 
building on the outskirts of the camp. It is 
neatly painted, with a nice little veranda in 
front for the boys to sit upon when patients 
are scarce. On the interior it looks very much 
like a drug store, with the addition of a couple 
of litters and cots. 

Dr. Butler says he has some of every kind of 
medicine on earth, including plenty of quinine, 


and pills of various hues. 


In the absence of sick soldiers the surgeons 
have occupied themselves in taking the kinks 
out of everybody else who applies for prescrip- 
tions. 3

correspondent’s quarters and after removing a 
lacge sign which made his tent look like the 
anteroom toa sideshow, hung crepe over the 
doorway. Just whatidea the boys meant to 
convey by their procedure ~they have not 
yet announced, but the newspaper man took it 
very much to heart and has seldom smiled 
since. 

Picket duty is the hardest part of the camp 
life. It is a monotonous tramp _ that 
would make a Peters street policeman’s lot 
happy in comparison.

Yester- 
day morning a weary-looking youngster from 
the wiregrass section hailed me as I 
passed. I returned his _ salute, and 
when I was going that way at night again the 
same sad voice was waited to my ear, I 
stopped a few moments to ask him if his best 
girl had gone back on him, and he was trying 
to walk himself to death. He had been on 
the go I suppose all the time. He told me he 
had been having a little ‘‘fun’’ the night be- 
fore, and was,doing double duty for the priv- 
ilege.

If the middle of the row has become 
grassy a bulitongue or shovel plow should be 
used to clear them—as the tobacco crop is one 
which demands a clear field all the time. 

When the young plants cover a 
Space say about twelye inches, the 
ee should be worked thoroughly with 

oth plow and hoe. The ordinary sweep or 
shovel plow may be used and should be run 
close to the plant so as to lightly break the 
surface of the soil. 

Short single trees should be used and great 
care taken not to break the tender leaves, 
which by this time are growing quite rapidly. 

Let the hoe follow this plowing, drawing 
the loose earth tothe plants. If the middles 
are foul, they should be cleared with sweep or 
bulltongue plow. 

If the seasons are good this plowing is 
likely to be the last for the plants soon become 
80 ] as to shade the 
ground make lowing imprac- 
tical. A close watch st be kept, however, 
on the fields and all grass and weeds kept down 
by the hoe. 

When the stalk has about its growth a but- 
ton is formed on top. This brings on the 
season for topping, which is a delicate task, 
and requires considerable experience to do it 
right. The vld method was to top every stalk, 
or, in fact, the entire crop, at say ten leaves, 
but that old notion has abdut died out. Com- 
mon sense is getting in its work, and the best 

lanters no Jonger follow the old formula. In 

act, itis the plan of the best and most suc« 
cessful planters now to grow many more 
leaves on the stalk than formerly. Go into 
your tobacco field and be your own judge. If the 
stalk shows vitality and strength enough to 
ripen twelve leaves,then topit at twelve leaves. 
If it looks strong enough to mature eighteen 
leaves then leave eighteen leaves 
to ripen. The soi), the seasons and the 
amount of fertilizer used must all be taken 
into consideration, and common sense must be 
the guide. If the stalk is topped too low the 
leaves become coarse and rough; if too high, 
they Jack character and body. 

Ore of the greatest pests the tobacco grower 
has tocontend with is the tobacco fly, and it 

roduces the tobacco worm. The fly makes 
its appearance early inthe season, and is the 
large tly which resembles the humming bird, 
and which can be seen flitting about jimson 
weed flowers on an early summer evening. 
Perhaps the best method for destroy- 
ing this fly is by poisoning. 
Set out jimson weeds in the tobacco 
field, especially around the edges. When 
they begin to bloom, make a mixture of cobalt 
and.sweetened water and place a few drops in 
each jimson tlower. The tlies come out just at 
sunset and flit about these flowers. Sosoonas a 
beak is inserted into the flower containing the 
cobalt the fiy falls and dies at once. This is, 
perhaps, the only practical method which has 
ever yet been devised for destroying this insect. 

But, despite this precaution, a good many 
flies will not get the doses intended for them, 
and will deposit their eggs on the tobacco 
leaves. These soon hatch out that voracious 
creature known as the tobacco or horned 
worm. There is but one remedy 
abolishing this creature, and 
is to hunt him down and 
him. As soon as the tobacco plant is eighteen 
inches high, keep a close watch for this pest. 
Children can be utilized for this work, anda 
close watch must be kepton the fields until 
the crop is harvested. Turkeys are good 
worm hunters, and a flock of half a dozen has 
been known-to keep as many acres clear of the 
worm. 

Gathering and Caring the Tobacco Crop. 

In the discussion of this part of our subject 
we shall ignore the old method of curing 
which is fast becoming obsolete, and give the 
reader the benefit of the latest and best dis- 
coveries in this direction. Suffice it to say 
that until five years ago the plan was to go into 
the fields about the middle of August and cut 
down the entire tobacco stalk, split it through 
the middle, place it on a stick snd hurry it 
away tothe curing barn. One great objection 
to this system was that youcould never find a 
stalk with all the leaves on it ripe—that in 
cutting it down iu tlfis way one-half was ripe 
and the other half green, and hence a great 
sacrifice of what might have been good 
tobacco, was the _ result. Another 
serious objection was that to 
cure the leaves attached to the _ stalk 
required much greater heat, and hence in the 
effort of the curerto get the stalk cured the 
great heat burst the oil cells in the leaves, 
allowing the oil, the substance of tobacco, to 
escape and hence greatly damaging the quality 
of the leaf. There are other objections, of 
course, but these are the leading ones. 

The new system of gathering and curing to- 
bacco was first inaugurated by Captain W. H. 
Snow, of High Point, N.C., about six years 
ago and to him is due largely the great benetit 
which this system has been to the tobacco 
growers of the south. 

Under this system the planter zoes into his 
field as soon as the bottom leaves on his plants 
begin to turn yellow and _= gather 
them  oif. These are placed in 
baskets and each basketful is _ carried 
to the curing barn where the leaves are strung 
upon wire sticks which can now be bought for 
the purpose. As soon as all. the ripe leaves 
from the crop are aeragos they are cured. Ina 
week or so later when more leave have ripened 
the hands go through the fields again and 
gather them off and make another curing. 
This gathering process is continued until all 
the leaves have n taken from the stalk, and 
by this — the planter gathers every leaf 
when itis fnily ripe and. has no occasion to 
cure a single green one. 

The curin tar is a compactly built frame 
house according to the latest system, although 
under the old system nearly all tobacco barns 
were built of logs and _ plastered. 
I cannot better describe the best 
class of barn than in the following 
language of Captain Snow, the prime 
leader in the new system of curing: 

Select a hillside with a slope o 
and one-half inches to the foot. Commencing 
at the lower side, dig an excavation 16x20 feet 
into the hillside. This will bring the upper 
side about five and a half feet from the surface, 
the floor being level. Then dig a trench 
around the four sides of the excavation, on the 
inside, one foot wide, of the same depth, Fill 
it with smal! cobble stones or coarse gravel to 


@ erve as a foundation and to act as a drain.

inch wall of good brick or stone with strong | 


lime mortar. The wall should be five and a

In addition 
to these openings two others are 
left, one alongside cach stove ten inches 
square, and with the tops level with the sur- 
face outside. Through these openings con- 
duits made of one-inch oak plank and ten 
inches wide for the top and bottom, and eight 
inches for the sides, project and are extended 
inside the basement its whole length, sunk 
even, with the top of the earth floor. Provide 


. these conduits each with four holes ten inches 


long and four inches wide through the cover 
with sliding covers. These are toallow cool air 
to be admitted to the. basement independent 
of what islet in through the open arches. 
This completes the basement. The barn 
superstructure is built as follows: Sills 4x6 
inches are framed and set on the walls, the 
four-inch side resting on the walls. Set the 
— and Jay the tioor strips three and one- 
ourth by one and one-fourth inches, leaving 
open spaces one and one-fourth inches between 
each 3 them, except those within two feet of 
the walls on three sides. Here the floor is 
closely Jaid. The floor is open in strips at the 
door end of the building. Set 
the studding exactly eighteen inches apart. 
Set the rafters one-third pitch, make the 
sheeting of good, square-edged planks. Shingle 
the mer. In the sheeting and shingles leave 
an opening fifteen feet long and eight inches 
wide at the peak of the roof for the ventilator, 
which is made and shipped by us. Sheathing 
paper is nailed on the joists and the whole is 
ceiled. Each pair of rafters must have collar 
or wind beams made of plank six inches wide 
and one and one-fourth inches thick, fastened 
securely at the foot six inches above the plates. 
The first set of scaffold beams is set seven feet 
from the floor on two sides and one end of the 
building. The next set is set six feet above 
the first. The window frames are for two six 
light 10x12 glass. The frames are set one in 
each end eight feet from the floor. The 
stanchions will be set by usin all cases. The 
conduits above mentioned when preferred. 

The tobacco sticks filled with leaves are care- 
fully arranged in this barn on tiers, one above 
the other, and the barn is ready for curing. 
The amount of heat and time required depends 
greatly upon the character of the leaf to be 
cured, and hence no definite formula for curing 
can be given. The following, however, will 
serve as a basis, and the common sense of the 
curer must regulate each curing to suit the leaf 
he has to cure: 

First yellowing process, 90 degrees, from 
twenty-four to thirty hours. 

Second fixing color, 100 degrees, four hours. 

Second fixing color, 100 to 110 degrees, two 
hours. 

Second fixing color, 110 to 120 degrees, four 
to eight hours. 

Third, curing leaf, 120 to 125 degrees, six to 
eight hours. 

would not advise planters to attempt to 
cure their first crop themselves, but to secure 
a good curer from the older tobacco sections. 
These can be had for a reasonable price during 
the season. | 
Preparing the Crop for Market. 

The curing of the crop over, and the planter 
has one more important step before the ready 
gold can be realized for his tobacco. That is 
assorting the leaf. This is by no means an 
easy task, and to do it successfully requires 
the aid of an experienced hand. The sticks 
are taken down from the tiers in the barn and 
handsfull laid out onatable or bench before 
the picker. There is usually from eight to 
twelve grades, and cach grade must be placed 
in a pile toitself. All the leaves of a certain 
length, color and thickness are placed to them- 
selves. All of another length, color and thick- 
ness are assorted and laid to themselves, and 
soon. At first the work of assorting is quite 
difficult, but soon becomes easy. The standard 
types of leaf are smokers, used for 
granulated smoking tobacco;  snuffers, 
used in the manufacture of snuff; 
cutters used for cigarettes and long cut tobacco, 
fillers utilized in _—— plug and twist, and 
wrappers which are used in covering plug and 
twist. These five types have their different 
grades ranging from common, medium, good 
and up tofine. Asa matter of course it takes 
some time to learn these different types, but 
an old-time tobacco hand on a new tobacco 
farm can soon teach ready pupils how the work 
is done. 

The various grades having been sorted and 
laid to themselves the leaf is ready to pack up 
and ship to market. Both hogsheads and boxes 
are used for this purpose, though the former 
are preferable. <All of: a certain type is care- 
fully laid in the hogshead and _ over 
this a newspaper is spread. Another 
type or grade is putin and another paper di- 
vision made and soon until the hogshead is 
full. This is headed up, marked to a certain 
warehouse and the a unless he goes 
along to see the sale, knows nothing more of 
his tobacco until a letter from the warehouse- 
man brings him his check. Nine cases out of 
ten if the planter has been faithful to his crop 
the check will prove to him that tobaccois the 
most profitable crop which can be grown in 
the south today.

In this series of letters the writer has been 
perfectly honest in dealing with this most im- 
portant subject. I have not heid out the rosy 
prospect which tobacco growing offers 
to the planter only, but on 
the other hand I have shown the difficulties, 
the work and care which he must exercise if 
he would enter into the culture of the golden 
weed. Thecrop, beyond a doubt, is an ex- 
acting one and one which calls for the closest 
attention and the greatest care. From the 
time the seedbed is planted in February until 
the last barn is cured in September the plan- 
ter must give this crop every attention which 
it demands, and it demands much. He who 
is too sluggish to undertake this work, who 
would go about it in a slipshod way, had best 
keep out of the business entirely. It will not 
pay. Butto him who ‘has the energy and 
the will to enter into its cultivation 
on the proper basis, tobacco holds 
out the most sure and the safest returns of an 
crop that will grow in oursouthern fields. 
am writing for beginners, and I do not wish to 
mislead any one. If you planters of northern 
South Carolina, Georgia and Alabama expect 
to grow tobacco as you grow cotton or corn, 
pray let the crop alone. Butif you are willing 
to follow the directions I have laid down in 
these papers, then go ahead, and you can rest 
assured of the richest and fullest returns.
